'^HIS  specimen  sheet  was  illustrated  first  on  page  152  of  1'he  Essay-Proof  Journal 
No.  104  (Vol.  26,  No.  4,  1969)  and  perhaps  the  following  observations  have  not  all 
been  noted  in  the  meantime. 


The  “blank  name’’  specimen  sheet  attributed  to  Charles  Toppan  & Co. 
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Figure  1 . 


The  vignette  marked  with  the  number  “5”  might  be  thought  to  have  had  its  origin 
with  Gideon  Fairman  if  comparison  is  made  with  the  item  here  illustrated  as  Figure  i, 
which  is  an  enlargement  of  a detail  taken  from  an  English  provincial  bank  note,  and 
being  signed  “G.  Fairman.” 

^'his  particular  note,  printed  by  Perkins  Fairman  & Heath  (and  therefore  between 
December  1819  and  July  1822),  was  issued  by  Hemel  Hempsted  Bank  for  twenty  pounds, 
but  the  same  Britannia  vignette  was  used  by  the  same  printers  on  Derby  Old  Bank 
(Figure  2)  and  Banbury  Old  Bank  notes  for  five  pounds;  also  on  a Saffron  Walden 
Bank  note  for  one  pound,  having  been  used  previously  on  the  siderographic  sample  bank 
note  (Figure  3)  and  later  in  tbe  1840s  by  Perkins  Bacon  & Petch,  on  a twenty  dollar 
note  of  the  Bank  of  British  North  America  (Kingston). 

An  American  use  of  this  figure  by  Draper  Toppan  Longacre  & Co.  is  to  be  found 
on  the  Government  of  Texas  Treasury  Department  note  for  twenty  dollars  (dated  9th 
June  1837).  Here  the  vignette  appears  to  be  identical  with  the  sample  numbered  “5” 
except  that  the  boss  on  the  shield  has  been  altered.

In  passing,  it  can  be  mentioned  that  the  vignette  which  is  numbered  “19”  was  also 
used  on  a similar  Treasury  note  for  fifty  dollars. 

The  beehive  marked  “9”  on  this  sheet  of  specimens  seems  to  be  from  the  same  die 
or  an  exact  copy  as  that  shown  in  Figure  4,  which  is  an  enlargement  of  a vignette  ap- 
pearing on  an  English  provincial  bank  note  of  Rochdale  Bank  lor  one  pound  (produced 
early  1822  or  before)  where  it  is  clearly  signed  “Chas.  Heath  Scalpt”  (sic!).  A feature 
of  this  design  is  the  over-large  size  of  the  bees.  Vignettes  which  vary  slightly  from  this 
design  are  to  be  found  on  a number  of  American  notes,  one  example  appearing  on  the 
sheet  of  sample  dies  of  P'airman  Draper  Underwood  & Co.,  which  is  dated  1824.  Here 
it  has  been  copied  bee  by  bee  and  leaf  by  leaf  except  on  the  extreme  left  where  the  foliage 
is  quite  different.  It  might  be  difficult  to  establish  whether  the  design  originated  in  England 
or  America.

Moving  on  to  be  vignette  marked  “ii”,  the  left-hand  half  of  this  (the  figure  with  the 
anchor)  was  taken  by  Perkins  Fairman  & Heath  for  their  one  pound  note  for  Swansea 
Hank  (jlamorganshire  (Figure  s) ■ The  whole  vignette  was  used  by  Draper  Toppan 
Longacre  & Co.  on  a seven  dollar  note  of  the  Merchants  Bank  of  South  Carolina.

d'he  Swansea  note  is  of  great  interest,  not  only  because  various  parts  of  its  design 
were  used  as  backgrounds  for  postage  stamps,  but  also  because  of  that  fine  central  frieze 
of  classical  figures,  signed  by  h airman,  and  which  was  included  by  Perkins  Fairman  & 
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Heath  on  their  sheet  of  sample  dies,  with  other  items  which  turn  up  quite  frequently 
on  American  and  British  notes,  but  which  is  greatly  sought  after  by  collectors  of  British 
stamps.  Two  of  these  “other  items”  are  included  in  the  design  of  the  five  pound  note  of 
Derby  Old  Bank  ( Figure  2). 


Turning  now  to  another  item  in  the  sheet  of  specimen  dies — the  curving  centre  piece 
containing  eight  cherubs  and  what  might  have  been  two  spiders  if  they  had  fewer  legs, 
— I am  disappointed  that  I have  mislaid  my  record  of  the  origin  of  this,  but  my  belief 
is  that  I have  seen  it  as  a decoration  on  the  title  page  or  “Presentation  Plate”  of  an 
Annual  published  in  England,  circa  1830,  and  that  it  was  drawn  by  Henry  Corbould. 
I hope  that  this  can  be  confirmed  later. 

Lastly,  and  perhaps  to  philatelists  the  most  important  item,  is  the  small  framed 
portrait  of  Franklin  on  the  left-hand  side  of  the  sheet  of  samples,  the  fifth  item  up  from 
the  bottom.  Previous  reference  has  been  made  to  this  as  being  the  same  head  as  that 
used  by  Gavitt  in  his  essay  for  the  first  U.S.  stamps  of  1847  and  to  its  reproduction  by 
Eire  in  1976  on  two  postage  stamps  commemorating  the  Bicentenary  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  of  America,  but  I have  not  seen  any  details  concerning  the  origin  of 
this  portrait.  The  probable  source  is  a terra  cotta  medallion  four-and-a-half  inches  in 
diameter,  made  by  Jean-Baptiste  Nini  in  1777,  after  a drawing  by  Thomas  Walpole, 
although  Gavitt  may  have  used  the  original  drawing  if  this  was  available  to  him.  Around 
1950,  Wedgwood  made  a blue  Jasper  medallion  from  Nini’s  terra  cotta,  and  Figure  6 
is  that  company’s  photograph  of  their  product,  enlarged  from  the  medallion  size  of  four- 
and-a-quarter  by  three-and-a-quarter  inches.  This  photograph  can  be  found  alongside 
one  of  Nini’s  medallions  in  “Wedgwood  Portraits  and  the  American  Revolution”  (Na- 
tional Portrait  Gallery,  Smithsonian  Institution,  1976))  which  is  the  well-illustrated 
catalogue,  issued  in  Bicentenary  Year,  for  the  exhibition  of  contemporary  portraits  pro- 
duced in  the  eighteenth  century  by  Josiah  Wedgwood,  a strong  supporter  of  the  American 
Revolution. 

The  exhibition  was  staged  by  the  N.P.G.  and  many  other  portraits  in  the  catalogue 
are  of  considerable  interest,  including  the  Wedgwood  reproduction  of  the  Houdon  “Wash- 
ington”, and  these  make  the  book  well  worth  owning,  if  copies  are  still  available. 

Whether  or  not  there  are  other  designs  in  this  particular  plate  of  sample  dies  that  can 
be  traced  to  or  from  England,  I do  not  know,  but  I am  sure  that  there  are  many  in  other 
plates  which  came  and  went  “Across  the  Atlantic  and  Back  Again”  and  perhaps  these 
can  be  discussed  in  future  articles.

Additional  Notes  by  Glenn  Jackson 

On  the  specimen  sheet,  the  “horse”  vignette  (upper  right  above  the  numeral  50)  is 
signed  by  P.  Maverick.  In  1830,  the  firm  name  was  Toppan,  Maverick  & Co.  (Chas. 
Toppan,  and  Peter  Maverick).  This  horse  is  the  central  vignette  on  the  $i  Middle 
District  Bank,  Poughkeepsie,  N.  Y.,  Oct.  i,  1826.  In  1826  Maverick  must  have  been  in 
business  alone.  The  note  has  his  monogram  at  the  bottom  center  as  well  as  his  name 
in  the  vignette.

The  handwritten  numerals  identifying  the  various  vignettes  on  the  specimen  sheet 
do  not  show  up  well  in  the  reproduction  on  Page  108.  Therefore,  the  following  directions 
for  locating  them  may  be  helpful: 

No.  5 — middle  of  second  row  from  top,  immediately  below  Capitol  building. 

No.  9 — first  vignette  in  third  row  from  top. 

No.  II — fourth  row  from  top,  immediately  below  steamboat. 

No.  19 — third  row  from  bottom,  second  from  left  and  immediately  left  of  statue  of

The  5c  Victory  issue  of  1919,  Scott  no.  537,  must  have  been  overlooked  in  February. 
A large  die  proof  on  white  wove  paper,  impression  ®377356,  die  1^669,  was  pulled  22  June 
1934  and  was  listed  as  “destroyed”  on  ii  July. 

There  were  only  about  twenty  items  in  the  collection  between  Scott  nos.  537  and 
627.  Unfortunately  I did  not  record  what  was  on  the  backs  of  the  items,  though  I seem 
to  recall  a few  large  die  proofs  with  impression  numbers.  There  was  a set  of  Pilgrims 
described  as  large  die  proofs  on  wove,  die  sunk  on  card,  which  gives  rise  to  some  specu- 
lation. There  were  six  large  die  proofs  approved  by  Harry  S.  New,  Postmaster  General 
from  4 March  1923  to  6 March  1929;  I wish  I had  the  numbers  on  those  for  comparison.

The  set  of  Canadian  stamped  envelopes  and  postal  cards  released  on  March  3,  1975 
provided  a notable  departure  in  design  for  postal  stationery.  It  was  developed  to  improve 
the  quality  of  the  postage  impression  printed  by  lithography.  Previous  designs  which 
were  originally  produced  as  line  engravings  for  adhesive  issues  were  not  well  suited  for 
quality  lithographic  reproduction.  The  new  design  was  expressly  developed  for  the  highest 
quality  lithography.  By  requiring  accurate  color  control,  it  inhibits  counterfeiting.  A 
further  security  feature  of  the  linear  indicia  is  shown  on  the  envelopes  where  it  continues 
over  the  right  edge  of  the  envelope  to  the  reverse  side.

Dear  Sir: 

We  are  in  receipt  of  a letter  from  Asst.  Secretary  Harrington  enclosing  copy  of  a 
letter  from  Thomas  N.  Rooker  in  relation  to  the  use  of  green  ink  on  the  Postage  Cur- 
rency. 

In  a conversation  with  Third  Asst.  P.M.  Zevely,  at  the  time  we  received  the  order, 
we  objected  to  using  color  on  the  faces  of  the  stamps  for  the  reason  that  color  will  not 
wear  as  well  as  black  in  printing,  and  the  lower  denominations  of  stamps  would  receive 
much  harder  usage  than  even  the  best  carbon  ink  would  bear;  another  reason — picture 
work — engraved  portraits  etc.  should  always  be  printed  in  black,  while  geometric  lathe 
work — lettering  etc.  as  on  the  backs  of  the  currency  will  bear  printing  in  colors  without 
Injury. 

The  green  used  upon  the  10  ct.  & 50  ct.  currency  is  the  same  ink  as  used  upon  the 
backs  of  the  Legal  Tender  $2.s  and  is  a pure  color. 

As  we  are  requested  to  suggest  a remedy — we  would  respectfully  submit  the  reasons 
before  stated,  and  suggest  that  the  faces  of  the  currency  should  be  printed  in  the  best 
carbon  ink, — and  the  backs  in  color,  retaining  if  desirable  the  colors  now  used,  or  sub- 
stituting others. 

Owing  to  its  want  of  body  and  brilliancy,  oxide  of  chromium  (“patent  green”)  will 
not  answer  for  the  faces. 

The  fact  that  the  smaller  the  denomination  of  either  note  or  currency,  the  greater 
Its  circulation  & the  more  severely  it  Is  handled,  induces  us  to  wish  to  use  a black  Ink, 
which  will  preserve  the  line  engraving  on  the  face  of  the  currency  as  long  as  possible 
from  obliteration,  and  thus  protect  the  public  and  obtain  from  the  circulation  the  greatest 
possible  service.

Being  advised  that  a counterfeit  U.S.  fractional  note  has  made  Its  appearance  in  New 
York,  which  though  a poor  imitation,  is  calculated  to  pass  with  the  general  public,  in 
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their  careless  manner  the  use  of  these  denominations,  I would  respectfully  suggest  that 
efficient  means  be  instituted  by  the  Secretary  to  detect  & bring  the  rogues  to  prompt  punish- 
ment to  the  extent  of  the  law.  In  this  we  would  be  happy  to  cooperate.  An  early  & severe 
example  might  deter  other  attempts — though  it  can  hardly  be  expected  that  such  a cir- 
culation, & of  such  universal  credit,  will  wholly  escape  the  ingenuity  of  counterfeiters. 
It  is  not,  however,  at  all  probable  that  the  counterfeiters  will  ever  attain  the  proportions 
that  bogus  quarters  & half  dollars  have  to  the  genuine  coins,  while  the  paper  counterfeits 
are  more  readily  detected. 

As  the  Secretary  has  been  before  advised,  when  their  notes  were  originally  ordered 
we  suggested  that  the  faces  be  in  black  carbon  ink,  as  the  most  durable  & best  calculated 
to  exhibit  & maintain  the  most  distinctive  characteristics  of  line  engraved  portraits  etc. 
while  the  back  should  be  in  colors,  but  the  desire  to  conform  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the 
postage  stamps  proper  prevailed.  I would  suggest  that  the  present  would  be  opportune 
for  a change  of  colors — & which  would  be  better  than  any  change  in  form,  as  the  people 
have  become  familiar  with  the  present  work  & would  be  confused  by  any  modification 
of  it — (of  wffiich  rogues  would  be  pretty  sure  to  take  advantage) — while  it  is  as  well 
adapted  to  discourage  the  efYorts  of  counterfeiters  as  any  that  could  be  substituted.

Sir; 

In  reply  to  your  favor  of  24th.  inst.  in  relation  to  the  paper  for  the  50  ^ coupon 
bonds,  I have  the  honor  to  state  that  the  paper  has  been  changed  since  those  at  first  sent 
forward  were  printed,  and  I feel  confident  that  we  are  now  using  is  a superior  article. 
It  is  made  of  the  same  material  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  best  quality  of  bank  note 
paper,  and  I hope  will  be  found  satisfactory.  It  has  to  be  wetted  three  times  however  in 
rapid  succession  in  the  process  of  printing,  which  is  a severe  test  for  any  paper  and  parti- 
cularly that  which  is  just  manufactured. 

The  first  paper  used  and  which  I presume  is  that  referred  to  in  your  letter  was  not 
made  for  this  purpose,  and  has  some  cotton  in  it.  We  were  compelled  to  commence  with 
that  paper  as  it  was  impossible  to  get  the  right  size  and  quality  made  in  time. 

We  shall  feel  bound  to  replace  any  that  cannot  be  accepted,  and  we  regret  that  you 
should  have  any  just  cause  of  complaint.

You  express  the  hope  that  the  opportunity  thus  af- 
forded will  be  improved  by  us  in  procuring  better  paper  that  when  printing  is  resumed 
there  will  be  no  grounds  for  further  complaint. 

I assure  you  sir,  that  no  efforts  will  be  spared  on  our  part  to  meet  your  wishes  in 
that  respect. 

Additional  time  before  printing  cannot  do  otherwise  than  have  a favorable  effect 
on  new  paper,  but  if  it  were  possible  to  give  it  time  to  harden  after  printing,  it  would 
in  a still  greater  degree  improve  it  in  appearance  and  durability.

Arc  We  Secnrity  Printiog  Historians? 


Recently  the  British  publication  Philatelic  Magazine  carried  several  discussions  on 
the  question  of  whether  postal  historians  are  entitled  to  consider  themselves  philatelists. 
The  consensus  of  opinion  was  that  a study  of  the  stamp’s  usage  for  the  intended  postal 
purpose  is  as  vital  as  a study  of  design  or  the  piece  of  paper  per  se. 

One  Mrs.  E.  W.  Buckle  of  Southampton  went  so  far  as  to  suggest  that  the  person 

who  confines  his  activities  to  the  design  and  stamp  alone  is  not  a complete  philatelist  but 
a “security  printing  historian.’’  She  wrote  that  specialty  collectors,  such  as  readers  of 
this  Journal,  are  “historians  of  an  aspect  of  security  printing  which  is  only  one  (albeit 

a necessary  and  interesting  one)  part  of  philately.  In  that  respect  it  has  nothing  to  dis- 

tinguish them  from  banknote  collectors.” 

Since  the  activities  of  The  Essay-Proof  Society  embrace  both  stamp  and  banknote 
collectors  interested  in  the  historical  and  artistic  background  of  this  material,  Mrs. 
Buckle’s  terminology  would  seem  to  be  admirably  suited  to  us.  Comments  are  welcome.

1 his  series  of  reproductions,  which  have  been  described  and  listed  in  various  issues 
of  the  Journal  since  No.  142,  may  be  abandoned.  The  original  listing  of  proposed  port- 
folios, as  found  on  page  68  of  that  issue,  has  since  been  supplemented  by  other  titles, 
but  it  is  now  doubtful  whether  the  series  as  originally  envisaged  by  the  American  Bank 
Note  Co.  and  Time-Life  Books  will  be  completed. 

In  the  report  of  the  1980  annual  stockholders  meeting  of  the  International  Bank  Note 
Co.,  parent  of  American  Bank  Note,  is  a reply  given  by  IBNCo.  President  Edward 
Weitzen  to  a query  of  a shareholder  regarding  the  program.  The  exchange  went  as 
follows: 

Shareholder : “A  year  ago,  you  spoke  about  your  vast  accumulation  of  engravings  and 
works  of  art  and  you  intended  to  commercialize  that  angle  of  the  business.  Wbat  have 
you  done  during  the  past  year?” 

Mr.  ir  eitzen:  ‘‘The  last  attempt  in  trying  to  exploit  the  value  of  the  collectible  was 
in  connection  with  a program  for  Time  and  Life  called  ‘The  Opening  of  the  West.’ 
They  have  been  testing  this  program^ — it’s  a direct  mail  program — and  Initial  results  were 
not  very  good.  They  are  going  to  retest  this  program  in  another  form  and  will  try  to 
utilize  our  engravings  in  their  projects.” 

Shareholder : “If  they  don’t  go  through  with  their  project,  would  you  consider  selling 
your  collection?” 

Air.  If  eitzen:  “The  archives  in  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  are  worth  a 
very  large  sum  of  money,  as  they  have  been  for  a very  long  time,  because  of  their  unique- 
ness. The  sale  of  those  archives  and  the  sale  of  a collection  of  postage  stamps  which 
goes  back  a long  time  could  bring  large  sums  of  money  to  the  Company.  I d like  to  think 
that  we  could  retain  those  assets  as  long  as  possible  because  that  is  one  area  in  which 
the  values  will  not  be  going  down.  W’ith  increased  age  and  demand,  they  become  in- 
creasingly valuable  assets.  W^e  don’t  carry  them  on  our  books  for  any  meaningful  amount, 
and  that  Is  part  of  the  hidden  values  of  our  Company.  It  has  been  suggested  that  we 
consider  donating  some  of  these  engravings  to  places  like  the  Smithsonian  which  would 
give  us  some  very  material  tax  benefits.  All  of  these  things  are  under  consideration.

They  Seem”

In  our  continuing  study  of  fanciful  drawings  purported  to  be  true  essays,  we  are 
happy  to  note  that  the  respected  auction  firm  Harmers  of  New  York  has  sent  out  a 
warning  press  release  on  some  of  them,  one  of  which  is  illustrated  herewith  from 
a photocopy,  along  with  the  text  of  the  release: 

“July  2,  1980 


‘'Forged  Fland-draivn  Essays 

“We  were  recently  offered  oversize  hand-drawn  pencil  essays  of  the  Canada  10 
pence  with  the  Cartier  head  facing  left  and  right. 

“Each  design  was  2]/^"  x on  a card  around  5^2  ” X tYF' . They  were  purported 

to  be  signed  by  the  artist  Clinton  Wright.  There  were  comments  at  the  top,  faked 
signatures  of  Dr.  Paul  Singer  and  Maurice  Burrus  relating  to  the  items  being  pur- 
chased from  a Shanahan  auction  which  never  took  place! 


“In  addition,  we  have  in  our  reference  collection  a similar  type  of  pencil  sketch  of 
an  essay  from  an  India  (Victoria  head)  i rupee  purportedly  signed  by  the  artist  Albert 
Jordan,  November  1874. 

“As  there  are  undoubtedly  others  existing — or  about  to  exist — philatelists  should  be 
wary  of  this  style  of  ‘essay’  when  offered  to  them.” 

The  India  “essay”  appears  to  be  the  very  same  or  a duplicate  of  the  one  illustrated 
on  page  54  of  Journal  No.  134,  Spring,  1977.  At  the  time  it  was  said  by  the  vendor 
to  be  from  the  Burrus  collection. 


The  interest  of  a firm  like  Harmers  in  exposing  this  material  should  help  to  enlighten 
the  general  public  about  its  status.

ANSWERS  TO  AN  INQUIRY 

In  the  Spring  1980  Journal^  No.  146,  R.  L.  Markovits  listed  the  various  editions 
of  Clarence  W.  Brazer’s  price  lists  and  asked  for  further  information,  which  has  been 
forthcoming  as  follows: 

Robert  K.  Holton  writes,  “I  found  a little  cache  of  such  material  tucked  away  on 
a top  shelf  of  a bookcase,  including  these  three  that  were  not  listed  in  the  Journal: 

Jan.  2,  1942 — small  sheet,  3^2^^  x 6j4” — U.S.  die  proofs 
large  sheet,  9^”xi3" — U.S.  plate  proofs 

Sept.  15,  1943 — 6-page  folder,  6"  x 8^^” — U.S.  essays  & proofs 

Sept.  30,  1953 — 16-page  folder,  6"  x 9^:^" — U.S.  essays  & proofs 

“I  think  the  Jan.  2,  1942  sheets  may  be  the  first  offerings.  A visit  to  Clarence’s 
office  to  make  a purchase  was  much  more  than  that.  I always  came  away  with  great 
background  information  to  add  to  my  philatelic  knowledge.  When  you  look  at  those 
early  prices  today — sometimes  you  could  cry.” 

H.C.  Skinner  also  reports  the  existence  of  a Sept,  i,  1945  list  of  eight  pages,  not 
four  as  in  the  Markovits  collection. 


BEP  Short  of  Personnel 

In  a Coin  W orld  story  of  April  23,  1980,  the  Baltimore  Sun  is  quoted  as  the  authority 
lor  a report  that  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  is  embarking  on  a campaign  to 
rehire  retired  BEP  plate  printers  to  assist  in  meeting  demands  for  stamps,  paper  cur- 
rency and  gasoline  rationing  coupons. 

In  response.  Bureau  Director  Harry  Clements  acknowledged  that  the  BEP  union 
has  approached  some  laid-off  workers  at  a private  intaglio  printing  firm,  hoping  to  secure 
six  accomplished  journeyman  plate  printers  from  this  source.  (The  Bureau  is  prevented 
by  law  from  recruitment  in  the  private  sector,  so  such  activity  is  carried  on  by  the 
union.) 

The  terms  of  a labor  contract  currently  being  negotiated,  which  would  permit  the 
employment  of  “temporary  intermediates,”  have  been  expedited  and  ratified  by  the  mem- 
bership. 

Temporary  intermediates,  Clements  explained,  are  printing  craftsmen  who  have  expe- 
rience on  other  than  intaglio  presses.  The  training  period  required  to  acquaint  them 
with  the  intaglio  process  would  be  considerably  shorter  than  the  regular  four-year  ap- 
prentice training  program,  which  was  reinstated  last  year  after  being  discontinued  since 
1972. 
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Wsiterlow  Sample  IBank  Note 

Shown  here  in  a photograph  by  Adrien  Boutrelle  is  an  attractive,  impressive  bank 
note  sample  used  by  salesmen  of  Waterlow,  the  British  security  printers  (date  unknown), 
d'he  sample  measures  8x5  inches.  I acquired  it  at  a dealer’s  booth  at  London  1980. 
Candlish,  McCleery  Ltd.  of  40  Whiteladies  Rd.,  Bristol  BS8  2LG  had  a large  supply  for 
sale  at  twenty-five  pounds  each.  Some  had  been  framed,  one  and  two  to  a frame,  and 
people  were  buying  them  for  purely  decorative  purposes.  A great  range  of  shades  of  the 
basic  colors  was  available,  with  each  variation  bearing  a different  serial  number.

A “Patented”  Soliation  to  Bank  Note  Forgery 

By  RICHARD  KELLY 

WHO  George  Washington  Van  Abbott  was  is  a mystery;  at  least  1 have  not  been 
able  to  find  out  much  about  him,  where  he  came  from  or  what  he  did  for  a living. 
He  has,  however,  achieved  a curious  sort  of  immortality. 

Two  days  before  Christmas,  on  the  23rd  of  December  1856,  our  hero  was  granted 
a British  patent,  provisional  protection  only,  for  “an  improvement  in  banknotes,  which 
is  applicable  to  share  certificates  and  other  documents.  (Patent  No.  3048). 

What  was  this  improvement?  A sophisticated  engraving  machine?  An  advanced 
printing  press?  A netv  method  of  watermarking?  No,  none  of  these,  nothing  so  com- 
plicated; his  invention  was  simplicity  itself.  It  was  designed  to  prevent  forgery,  especially 
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by  photography,  and  consisted  “in  printing  the  notes,  certificates,  and  other  documents 
upon  both  sides  instead  of  one  side  only,  as  at  present.”  He  means,  of  course,  as  was 
the  Bank  of  England’s  current  practice;  but  that’s  it,  the  entire  sum  and  substance  of  his 
invention. 

I submit  that  George  Washington  Van  Abbott  deserves  immortality  because  no  one 
else  has  succeeded  in  patenting,  whether  with  full  or  provisional  protection,  a more 
obvious  “solution”  to  the  problem  of  forgery,  and  so  convinced  am  I of  my  claims  for  Van 
Abbott  that  I am  offering  a cherry  tree — no  lie! — to  the  first  reader  who  finds  a simpler 
or  more  simplistic  anti-forgery  patent.  Another  cherry  tree  to  anyone  who  can  tell  us 
more  about  this  George  W ashington. 


A political  cartoon  bank  note  based  on  opposition  to  the  Civil  War  5-20  bonds  de- 
scribed by  Glenn  Jackson  on  page  89  of  Journal  No.  146  was  sold  by  NASCA  in  the 
“San  Diego  Collection”  on  June  14,  1980.  It  brought  $22  in  repaired  condition.  Yet 
another  of  these  circa  1872  pieces,  which  evidently  originated  with  western  “soft  money” 
advocates  who  supported  the  “Ohio”  idea  of  payment  in  soft  money  or  greenbacks  rather 
than  specie,  brought  $90  in  poor  condition.  This  second  one  has  a right-facing  portrait 
which  cannot  be  identified  from  the  catalog  illustration.

Israeli  Bank  Note  Preparatory  Materials  Brings 

S18,800  at  Ark  Anetioin 

The  April  30,  1980  sale  conducted  by  Ark  Auction  Co.  in  New  York  included  the 
original  graphic  artwork  of  the  Shamir  Brothers  for  the  1958-60  Israel  bank  notes,  the 
first  Israeli-designed  notes  for  the  Jewish  state.  Divided  into  five  lots,  each  of  which 
sold  separately,  it  brought  a total  of  $18,800. 
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The  artists  worked  on  this  project  from  at  least  1954  to  late  1959.  Their  portfolios 
included  photos  used  for  the  essays  and  the  various  design  concepts  as  well  as  correspond- 
ence with  the  De  La  Rue  Co.  and  the  Bank  of  Israel.  The  following  descriptions  of 
each  lot  are  given  here  by  courtesy  of  J.  J.  Van  Grover  of  Ark: 

y2  Lira  Here  we  see  photos  of  models  (girl  soldiers),  also  the  change  from  500  prutot 
to  ^2  pound  as  final  design.  The  reason  for  this  was,  that  at  design  approval  time  the 
transition  from  pruta  to  agora  had  not  been  finalized,  therefore  the  Yz  Lira  denomination. 
This  group  has — 4 boards  showing  various  stages  of  the  work  in  progress,  starting  with 
model  photos  up  to  the  final  note,  i display  board  even  shows  the  instructions  to  the 
printers  for  both  obverse  & reverse.  ($4500.)  $4000 

I Lira — The  design  for  this  was  intended  for  the  5 pound  note,  but  then  became  the  blue 
I pound  with  the  bearded  fisherman-5  display  boards  show  the  clean  shaven  youth  evolving 
into  the  final  mature  bearded  fisherman  with  the  anchor  & the  nets — even  the  background 
scenery  changes  from  one  design  to  the  next.  ($4500.)  $3500

tion is  the  scientist  holding  up  a test-tube  surrounded  by  laboratory  equipment.  The  reverse 
showing  the  “Dead  Sea  Scrolls”  quotes  from  Isaiah.  ($4500.)  $3600 

50  Lirot — This  has  4 panels  showing  evolution  from  model  photos  to  the  finished  note,  with 
the  young  pair  of  “Halutzim”  (pioneers).  We  can  notice  that  the  date  is  1959  on  the 
sketches  yet  the  finished  note  is  dated  i960.  The  final  reverse  design  is  also  shown  on  the 
4th  panel  and  acompanying  correspondence,  roughly  translated,  refers  to  the  requested 
changes  on  the  reverse  such  as  the  placement  of  the  watermark  panel  plus  alterations  and 
upgrading  of  the  Menorah  Lulav  and  Ethrog  and  the  Shofar  as  they  appear  in  the 
Mosaic  design  from  the  ancient  synagogue  in  “Nirim”.  We  have  been  informed  that  the 
Shamir  Brothers  names  does  not  appear  on  the  5olb.  note  because  questions  were  raised 
concerning  the  appearance  of  “Shamir  Brothers”  on  the  earlier  1958  notes.  ($4500.)
